The Annual Irrigation Revenue Report for the year 1924-25. ‘ 
Tue year 1924-25 was marked by important changes in the constitution 
of the Irrigation Department. The Rajshahi subdivision, with headquarters 
‘at Rampur-Boalia, was opened for the purpose of taking over the irrigation 
works formorly in the Rajshahi Division of the Public Works Department and 
for supervising the work of training of the Ganges and keeping under observa-~ 
tion the area which suffered during the floods of 1918 and 1922 in Northern 
Bengal. ‘The Jangipur subdivision was closed, and the work soutl of tho 
river was transferred to the Berhampore subdivision. For the efficient 
supervision of the investigations undertaken in the districts of Bankura, 
Birbhum, Burdwan and Murshidabad in connection with certain irrigation 


*~ schemes, two subdivisions were formed, one in Bankura under the Cossye 


Division and the other in Birbhum (Suri) under the Damodar Division.

8. The capital expenditure of Rs. 1,16,982 during the year on the Grand 
Trunk Ganal was principally incurred to mect payments on account of 
enhanced awards given by the special Land Acquisition Judge in certain 
reference cases in connection with the acquisition of land at the Baranagar 
end of the canal. 


4. No capital expenditure was imeurred during the year on, the 
Midnapore Canal, which consists of two weirs at Midnapore and Panskura, 
69°75 miles of main and branch canals used both for irrigation and naviga- 
tion, and 28497 miles of distributaries. ‘The area irrigated’ during the year 
was 76,235 acres as against 72,412 acres in 1923-24 and an average of 79,121 
teres for the triennium ending March 1924. The receipts and working, 
expenses (direct and indirect) were Rs. 2,68,219 and Rs. 1,83,835, respec- 
tively, the result being a net revenue of Rs. 84,384 against a net revenue of 
Rs. 543 in the preceding year. “4 


5. No capital expenditure was incurred on the Hijli Tidal Ganal, which, 
with the Terapakhia pass khal, Palaboni kbal and the khal leading to the 
Gewankhali Lock entrance, constitutes a navigation canal of 494 miles in 
length. The receipts and working expenses ‘of the canal were Rs. 1,30,365 
and Rs. 17,703, the result being a net revenue of Rs. 1,12,662 against 
Ks. 60,708 in the previous year. The increase is due to the enhancement of 


the rates of tolls. " 


6. The Calcutta and Eastern Ganals form a series of natural and: 
artificial navigation channels extending for 834 miles for the purpose of taain- 
taining communication between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal. With effect 
from the year 1924-25, the accounts of the Sunderbans Steamer Route, which 
were forinerly included in those of the Calcutta and Eastern Canals, have 
been shown ag a separate item in the accounts. The capital expenditure on 
the Calcutta and Bastern Canals was- Rs. (-)39,291. This is inclusive of a 
credit of Rs. 89,485 on account of the hire of the dredgers “ Foyers” and 
“Alexandra” ‘and other receipts: The receipts an working expenses 
amounted to Rs. 5.07,958 and Rs. 8,27,344, respectively, the result being a 
loss of Rs. 3,19,386, which is principally due to the reconstruction, of bridges 
over the canals ‘and the extensive repairs to the dredgers Foyers” and 
‘ Alexandra”, tugs and coal barges.

The receipts, which are ” 
derived for the'most. part from navigation tolls, totalled Rs. 3,44,752

‘was Rs. 2,08,061 against Rs, 47,131 and the not revenue Rs. 1,36,601, 
against Res, 2,20,525. The ‘increase in receipts was due to increased traffic 
consequent on the dredging of the river and to some extent to higher rates 
of navigation tolls. © 


8, The Orissa Goast Ganal in the Midnapore district is a canal for 
navigation only and lies partly in the Bengal Presidency and partly in the 
province of Bihar and Orissa. The receipts and working expenses for the 

ttion within Bengal were, respectively, Rs. 37,087 and Rs. 15,123 against 
Re. 22,602 and Rs. 19,844 in the previous year.’ The increase in recepts is 
principally due to higher tollage rates. , 


9, ‘The Nadia Rivers having boon thrown open to free navigation from 
let September 1923, there were no navigation receipts during the year. 
The maintenance charges amounted to Rs. 26,752 only against Rs, 60,614 of

10. The Gaighata and Baxi khal is 1 short channel connecting the 
rivers Damodar and Rupnarayan in the Howrah district. ‘This khal has 
been leased for’a period of six years from the 15ih June 1921 at a rental of 
Rs, 2,002 per year, on condition that the lessees do all silt-clearance at their 
own cost and maintain the khal toa stated bed-level, subject to the control 

‘of the Irrigation Department, The receipts during the year amounted to 
Rs, 1,500, 5 


LL. The Eden Ganal in the distriot of Burdwan was originally eon- 
structed to supply water for drinking purposes ; it is now used for irrigation 
also. ‘The supply of water in the canal is uncertain owing to the absence of a 
weir in the river Damodar. This state of things will improve when the 
Damodar Canal project is carried out. ‘The area irrigated from the canal 
was 21,010 acres against 20,824 acres in the proceding year, ‘The receipts 
and working expenses were Rs. 35,226 and Rs. 84,112, respectively, against 
Re.

Surveys and investigations for small schemos in the districts of Bankura 
Birbbum and Midnapore were in progress. Somo of these schemes are to bo 
carried out through the agency of Co-operative Societies, while others will be 
undertaken under the Agricultural aud Sanitary Improvement Act, VI of « 
1920. The object of these works is to extend irrigation from the streams in 
Western Bengal, which is more liable to famine than other parts of the 
province. 


16, Hydro-electric survey.—Tho ‘report of -the committee appointed to * 
consider the measures to be taken to conduct and control the work of the 
hydro-electric survey in Bengal was published. 


17. General.—Tholrrigation Department in Bengal have to deal more 
with the improvement of navigation and sanitary conditions and control of 
flood water than with irrigation proper. For maintaining and developing the 
Waterways suction dredgers are in use, the largest of which is intended for 
use in the proposed Grand Trunk Canal, which was held in abeyance during 
the’ year owing to financial stringency. The deterioration of the Sunder- 
bans Steamer Route continues, and it is apparent that the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Canal is the only solution of the growing difficulty caused by 
the deterioration of this route, and the execution of the project is absolutely 
necessary to ensure a satisfactory navigable connection between Caleutta and 
Eastern Bengal andAssam for inland steam vessels.

2. Elections.—General elections were 
held in 61 municipalities and were hutly 
contested in the majority of cases. Tu 
Burdwan not only did the educated 

ple take an active part in the contest 
Hs the carters ofthe town set up a candi- 
date from their 6wn community who was 
returned with the highest number of 
votes. There was, however, no poll in 
any of the wards of the South Suburban 
and Kumarkhali municipalities. 

‘The percentage of attendance of voters 
in the elections was high in many cases : 
in the small town of Sherpur, in the 
district of Mymensingh about 80 per 
cent. of voters recorded their votes. 
The Commissioner of the Division, how- 
ever, observes that this high percentage 
of voters is a proof rather of the keen 
rivalry existing between the two fac- 
tions led by the local zemindars, which 
divide the town, than of any concern 
for ‘municipal interests. The number of 
civil suits and objections filed by the 
seatisved parties for setting aside the 

ections was higher than in the previous 
years. The most noticeable - 
was that of the Dinajpur Municipality, 
where several suits were instituted of 
which some are still pending. In Basir- 
hat, though dates for the general election 
were fixed twice, it could not be held 
owing to injunctions issued by the Civil 
Court. The election of the Dacca Muni- 
cipality, which was held in March 1925, 
was followed by litigation and the 
issue of a temporary injunction. The 
new Board could not be formed until 
the 2ist July 1925, after the order ot 
the lower Court: was reversed on appeal 
by the District Judge. The main suits 
are still pending. The issue of injune- 
tions seriously hampers municipal ad- 
ministration and a more satisfactory 
and expeditious means of disposing of 
election disputes, such as thé Bengal 
Municipal Bill provided, is much needed. 
The election of the Commissioners of 
the Chittagong Municipality, which was 
due in March 1925, could not’ be held 
owing to the declaration by the Court 
that the Assam Bengal Railway Co., 
* Ltd., had been illegally excluded from 
the list of voters and that there should 
be another publication of the voter's list. 
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3. Meetings.—Out of 2,517 
held during the year 338 either p 
abortive or were adjourned. ‘Phe 
was most marked in Murshidabad 
eight out of 21 meetings were abortive 
and six bora At Kotechandpur 
more than half, and at Jainagar nearly 
half, the number of meetings held was 
unsuccessful. Kalna held the largest 
number of meetings, viz, “52, but more 
than one-fourth of them either proved 
abortive or were adjourned. ia 
and C Bazar are the only muni- 
cipal where the Commissioners 
failed to meet once a month. The 
average percentage of attendance was 
the highest at Taki (99-9) and the 
lowest at Murshidabad (32:3). thn per: 
centage was over 75 in 4 municipalities 
while it exceeded 50 in 88 others. The 
Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, 
however, observes that “the percentage 
of attendance is no index of the real 
amount of work done. Burdwan did 
better work ‘than its percentage would 
indicate. High percentage of attend- 
ance often means nothing more than 
existence of bitter faction.” 
























4. Number of Rate-payers.—The 
total number of rate-payers rose from 
313,177 to 317,895. The percentage of 
ers to total population was 157 
against 15:5 of the preceding year. 1 
ratio vatied from. 401 in Sherpur

‘A general or partial revision of assess- 
ment was made in 49 municipalities, the 
net result being an increase of about 
Rs. 1} lakhs in the municipal demand 
of the Presidency as a whole. The 
largest inerease was obtained in the 
municipality of Howrah ( Rs, 58,974 ). 
Then come South Dum-Dum_ with 
an increase of Rs. 19,650, Rishra- 
Konnagar Rs. 13,939 and Kamarhati 
Rs. 10,038. Thess figures however repre- 
sont the gross increases which are Tikely 
to be reduced on the hearing of appeals 
The rate of water-tax in  Noa- 
khali was raised to 5,4 and 3_ per 
cent. on the annual value of holdings 
within the radii of 440 feet, 880 feet 
and 1,320 feet, respectively, from any 
reservoir, and this resulted in an in- 
increase of Rs. 1,571 in the annual 
demand.

ere very satisfactory in 13  munici- 
palities where the realization was either 
equal to or in excess of the current 
demand and in 14 others they were over 
99 per cent. On the other hand, the 
ratio was under 80 per cent.—a deplor- 
ably low figure—in 8 towns, falling as 
low as 58-4 per cent. in South Dum-Dum 
and 466 per cent..in Sherpur (Mymen- 
eS The low percentage in South 
Dum-Dum is reported to be due mainly 
to non-payment of taxes by the Eastern 
Bengal Railway authorities. In Sher- 
pur the collection was stopped owing to 
the declaration by the Civil Court that 
the assessment of 1922 was illegal and 
ultra vires, This was followed by an 
order of Government under section 111.4 
of the Bengal Municipal Act requiring 
that the assessment should be revised 
by a paid Assessor. Pending such revi- 
sion no collection could made.

current demand. *The small munici- 
palities of Muktagacha and Baraset 
remitted more than a quarter of their 
creat seen while four others, iz., 
amalpur, Jainagar, Tollygunge and 
Satkhira, remitted more than 10 nee cent. 
No ‘explanation has been given for the 
high percentage of remissions in these 
municipalities. Large remissions in- 
dicate either careless ‘assessment, or in- 
capacity on the part of the collection 
‘afi; it is an unsatisfactory method of 
disposing of large outstanding balances. 
In the Presidency as a'whole the, bal- 
ances outstanding at the close of the year 
amounted to Rs. 13 lakhs. The Gover- 
nor in Council regrets to obsérve that the 
accumulation of such heavy arrears re- 
flects credit neither upon the Municipal 
Commissioners nor upon their executive. 
Howrah shows the largest balance out- 
standing, ciz., Rs, 4,283,812, for which 
no explanation has been given. Next 
comes Dacca with an outstanding balance 
of Rs, 2,48,584, which however was due 
to a well-organised agitation against 
the payment of taxes. A. civil suit 
instituted to challenge the validity of the 
Dacea re-assessment has been decided in 
favour of the municipality, but in the 
meantime two years’ arrears of taxes 
have accrued and it will be very difficult 
for the poorer rate-payers to pay up such 
large arrears. The Bengal Municipal 
Act unfortunately—unlike the Calcutta 
Municipal Act—does not permit the 
Commissioners to realize rates on the 
basis of the old assessment, when the re- 
assessment is contested. The new Muni- 
cipal Bill provided for this very peces- 
sary amendment. Other municipalities 
which had unduly large balances. out- 
standing were Mymensingh, Chittagong, 
Tollygunge, South Dum-Dum, Be 
Chinsurah, Bally and Barisal. ‘The bal- 
ance in Chittagong (Rs. 40,651) con- 
sists of Rs. 9,092 due on Government 
buildings (the correctness of the assess- 
ment being disputed ) and Rs, 31,599 
due by private individuals—the worst 
defaulters being some of the Municipal 
Commissioners themselves. It is report- 
ed that Rs. 10,000 have since been realiz- 
ed leaving a balance of Rs. 21,559. In 
the case of Tollyganj the inl outstand- 
of the current demand is repo to be 
due to non-payment of taxes by some 
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os against whom civil suits have 
filed. The reason for the heavy 
balance in South Dum-Dum has already 
fone stated. The Chairman of the 
ly Municipality reports that suits 
thave been instituted for the realization 
of balances. In other cases ‘no satisfac- 
tory explanations Nave been furnished 
but generally they are due to laxity in 
collections and the neglect of the muni- 
cipal executive to enforce punctual pay- 
ments, quarter by quarter, by means of 
a regular and impartial issue of war- 
rants. 


The Governor in Council would in- 
vite the attention of all Municipal Com- 
missioners to the following remarks 
made by Mr. Twynam, Magistrate of 
Mymensingh :— 


In practice, many municipalities rely on 
dere at the end of the financial year 
for the collection of taxes. Although | fre- 
ently successful this method has one great 
lefect Jer Account Rule 87 the notice of 
demand must be served not later than the 15th 
day of the second month of the quarter 
After service of the notice the Commissioners 
may within 8 months issue a distress war- 
rant, It, therefore, happens that most distress 
warrants are time-harred by the end of the 
year. 





7. Income and Expenditure.—The 
total receipts including opening bal- 
ances amounted to Rs. 1,06,03,381 against 
Rs. 99,91,595 in the year 1923-24. The 
total disbursements were Rs. 86,13,713 
as against Rs. 83,74,917. 


8. Closing Balance.—The total bal- 
ance at the close of the year amounted 
to nearly Rs. 20 lakhs as against Rs. 16 
lakhs in the preceding year.

of Bhatpara, Naihati and Budge-Budge 
in order to carry out sanitary schemes 
and the general improvement of the 
town.

9, Education.—The amount spent on 
education including the Government 
grant of Rs. 80,480 was Rs, 2,94,321 as 
against Rs, 2,56,314 in the | preceding 
year. 

The expenditure on primary education 
also showed a corresponding increase of 
about Rs. 35,000 which is contributed by 
all the Divisions. Seventeen municipalt- 
ties however, or roughly one in seven, 
failed ‘to spend 32 per cent. of their 
ordinary income—the percentage which 
is taken to represent the amount soniiret 
for the education of half the number of 
boys of primary school-going age. On 
the other hand, the ratio was over 5 per 
cent. in 49 municipalities, and over 10 
per cent. in 14.
